SECTION- 1. That Section six (6) of an net entitled "An
Act regulating tho recording of conveyances affecting real
estate,"approved August third, eighteen hundred mid fifty-
eight, bo nmended by adding thereto the following words :

"And any such mortgage or conditional conveyance may
be discharged by an entry in the margin of tho record thereof,
signed by the mortgagee or mortgagees, or hia or their legal
representative or assignee, acknowledging the satisfaction of
the mortgage or conditional conveyance, in the presence of

«f the Register of Deeds, who shall subscribe the same as a
witness, and shall make-an entry of the said discharge in his
book of indexes, which entry shall refer definitely to the
mortgage or conditional conveyance so discharged ; and such
entries shall have' the same effect as n deed of release duly
acknowledged and recorded."

SEC. 2. That all releases of mortgages of real estate here-
tofore made and recorded on tho margin of the record in tho

in this Act, are hereby made valid and effectual to all intents
and purposes.'

SECTION- 1. At tho next general election and once in every
three (3) years thereafter there shall be chosen in each organ- court Commit*
ized county, one person who shall Lib called a Court Com- loner—term
missioncr who shall hold his office for the terra of three (3)
years, and until his successor shall be elected and qualified.

SEC. 2. Court Commissioners elected pursuant to the pro-
ceeding Section shall be men learned in the law, and shall pos-
sess nil tho other qualifications required of Judges of the Quanncaiwns—
District Court; and shall have and may exercise all and sin- power*—fen
gular the judicial powers of a Judge of the District Court in
vacation, and shall receive as compensation for their services
the fees prescribed in the Act entitled'"An Act conferring the
powers of Court Commissioner upon Judges of Probate,"
approved August fourth, oae thousand eight hundred and fifiy-
eiglu.

SEC. 3. Before entering upon his duties each Court Com-
missioner shall execute to, and file with the Treasurer of his
county, a bond in tho sura of two thousand (2,000) dollars with ToElvc ]„,„,]
surety to be approved by the Treasurer, conditioned for the
faithful performance of the duties required of him by law, and
shall take, and subscribe to, an oath of office, which shall be
filed with his bond, with the County Treasurer.

SEC. 4. Each Court Commissioner shall procure suitable shaii k«precord
books at the expense of the county and keep a record of all pro-rf prot««iK»
ceedings had before him, which books shall be delivered to his
successor in office.

SBC. 6. The Court Commisioner shall keep his office at the Offl« *• *• *«P*

SEC. 6. So much of the Act approved August fourth, one
thousand eight hundred and fifty-eight, and found on page one
hundred and sixty-six (166) of the Public Statutes as confers
tho powers of Court Commissioner upon Judges of Probate is statut
hereby repealed; Provided, That Judges of Probate who have^£
qualified as Court Commissioners according to law, may con-tohoW office rot
tinue to exercise the duties of Court Commissioners until ten ten day*

holding at the same time the office of Judge of Probate and that
of Court Commissioner.

SECTION 1. That any person or persons delivering to the
Auditor or any Justice of the Peace of his or their respective
County, any number of blackbirds' scalps, not less than fifty
at any one time, shall be entitled to the following bounty, viz :
" For all blackbirds' scalps so delivered between the first day
of March, and the fifteenth day of June, at the rate of forty cents
per hundred, and —

From the fifteenth day of June to the last day of February,
following, the amount of twenty cents per hundred.

SBC. 2. The Auditor or any Justice of the Peace shall on
delivery of such blackbirds' scalps, give a receipt therefor,
Pteting the date of delivery, the number of scalps received and
the amount due therefor, which receipts shall at the annual
